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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Species I, Fig. 4 in the reply filed on 8/29/2006 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-12 have been cancelled by applicant and new claims 13-25 are pending 
and all read on the elected species. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 13-25 are 
allowable since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested by 
the prior art. In claims 13 and 19, " either one of a discharge means to allow electrical 
discharge of charges accumulated in a parasitic capacitance of the light emitting element 
and a charge means which performs a charge for the parasitic capacitance of the light 
emitting element at the timing at which the applying operation of the reverse bias voltage 
to the EL element shifts to the supplying operation of the forward current ". 

The prior art of record however singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the 
above underlined limitations obvious.
